At the end of three months' 
service he returned, recruited a com- 
pany from the southern end of the 
county, and at the battle of Freder- 
icksburg Captain Bobb and his men 
particularly distinguished themselves. 


The third time he raised a com- 


pany, this time being commissioned 
as Major. 
While taking the breast- 


works at Petersburg, he especially 
distinguished himself for bravery and 
was at once breveted Lieutenant Col- 
onel, being one of the few soldiers in 
this part of the state to attain to that 
honor.

The great Men's Bible Class Parade 
on the afternoon of May 20 opened 
the eyes of Washington to the virility 
and masculinity of modern religion. 
In order that some members of Con- 
gress might march in the parade, as 
they did, and that others might wit- 
ness it, Congress adjourned early on 
the day of the demonstration. 'Tor- 
rential rains immediately preceded 
and followed the parade, largely re- 
ducing the ranks; nevertheless five 
thousand men in "a bannered proces- 
sion a mile long marched down Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, and were reviewed 
at the Capitol by a throng of ten 
thousand persons. 


All these marching men belong to 


the Sunday School, and the thought 
uppermost in the minds of many of 
the spectators who lined the -side- 
walks was expressed on one banner, 
"Where the men lead the boys will 
follow." 
A huge mass-meeting for 


men, with ringing speeches by Rev. 
Dr. Homer C. Stuntz and Rev. Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman, followed the parade. 
At the same time two big meetings of 
women delegates were in session. 


Another spectacular feature of the 


convention was a great open-air 
gathering on the east steps of the 
Capitol, when a multitude of people 
joined in the singing of Christian 
hymns.

dent and Mrs. Taft.—-whom the for-

introduced to 
the cheering 


throng as "the real President"—stir-

blespoonfuls of sugar, a pinch of salt 
and add to this mixture one-half pint 
of chopped figs. After stirring, steam 
an hour in a buttered double boiler. 
Serve with lemon sauce. 


Egg Muffins 


Sift together one quart of flour, a 


tablespoonful of sugar, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder. Rub in one large table- 
spoonful of lard, then add three well- 
beaten eggs, mixed with a pint and a- 
quarter of milk. Mix into a smooth 
batter a little stiffer than for griddle 
cakes, fill cold, carefully 
greased 


muffin pans two-thirds full and bake 
about 15 minutes in a hot oven.

The Cotton 


Buyer 


How He Traded In the South During 


the Civil War and Why He Quit. 


By ALBERT CHITTENDEN

In 1862. when President Lincoln fear- 


ed that the want of cotton by the Eug- 
'isb and other foreign manufacturers 
might lead to intervention, he issued 
an order to his generals to give every 
facility in their power to persons de- 
siring- to purchase the article and per- 
mit them to ship it on the-army wag- 
ons ftoing north empty for supplies for 
the troops. 
At the time cottou could 


be bought for a song in the south, and 
before the war closed it had risen to 
a dollar a pound in the northern 
states. 


I was then young and eager to make 


money. Having some capital. I wont 
down into Virginia and rode among 
(he plantations in the neighborhood of 
the Union armies, buying cottou wher- 
ever I found an opportunity to get it 
within our lines and send it north. 
One day 1 had been out a few miles 
beyond the Union vedettes to a planta- 
tion where I had been told was stored 
a large stock of cotton. There was no 
enemy in that direction, and if there 
were I considered my vocation a shield 
against interference, for I was a citi- 
zen engaged in assisting the southern 
planters to turn their cotton into mon- 
ey. I bought fifty bales on condition 
that I could get transportation 
for 


them and i-ode back to the Union lines. 


Something about the arrangement of 


the camps looked different from whrt 
1 fl«d left. 
Indeed, I found a great 


deal of difference. While I had been 
away the corps I had left had moved 
and another had taken its place. The 
officer of the picket post would not al- 
low me to go where I liked, but toot 
me to the provost marshal. Major 
Campbell. 


I noticed that the moment the pro- 


vost marshal looked at me he gave a 
faintly perceptible start. I told him 
who I was and the business I was en- 
gaged in. 
He listened to my story, 


then said he would report my case to 
the general commanding. He left me 
to do so.a'hd was going so long that, 
tired of -waiting, I was about to mount 
my horse and ride away when a sentry 
stopped me. I asked him why he de-" 
tained me., and he said that he had 
been ordered not to let me leave till 
the provost marshal returned. 


Major Campbell rode up as 1 was" 


talking -with the sentry. He asked me 
to come into his tent -and, getting out- 
the army demijohn, invited me to have 
something. 
He chatted in a familiar 


way, seeming much interested in my 
cotton purchases and asking me a 
number of questions pertaining to the 
business. He told me that the gen- 
eral would like to see me, but was too 
busy to receive me till the next day. 


I had left my belongings at a house 


a short distance in rear of the army, 
and when the conversation lagged I 
arose and said I would ride there, re- 
turn in the morning and call on the 
general. 
Major Campbell said that 


there was no necessity for me to go 
away, since he would be happy to give 
me a cot in a tent with a subaltern 
officer and my meals at his mess. But 
I said 1 wished some clean linen and 
would prefer to go. At that he told 
me as politely as possible that the 
general had directed him to bring r?e 
to his headquarters the next day and 
he would not dare risk losing me. 


This was equivalent to telling me 


that I was a temporary quasi pris- 
oner. 
Nevertheless I did not think 


much of the matter, for if permitted 
to go I might find it inconvenient to 
return. 
In that event the 
major 


would be liable to censure for disobe- 
dience of orders. So I made a virtue 
of necessity, saying that I would be 
happy to accept his hospitality. 


During the evening I played me 


army game with the major and sev- 
eral other officers in his tent, tlie 
army game being draw poker, with 
greenbacks in lieu of chips. Somehow 
it seemed to me that I wa<s an object 
of Interest. Every no\\ and again an 
officer would come to the ti-ut to limk 
over the game. But. glancing up ol 
these gentlemen. 1 in variably notieec. 
their eyes fixed on me rather than on 
the cards. 
I was puzzled. What was 


there about a civilian engaged in cot 
ton buying to interest officers of the 
army? However, the game interested 
me, and speculation -of this kind did 
not take root in my mind. We played 
till midnight, when the party broke 
up. and I was conducted by my tent 
mate to my place of rest. I noticed 
that he kept an eye on me while I took 
off my outer clothing and did not take 
it away till I stood in my undergar- 
ments. 


While going to sleep the circum- 


stances of my detention, the interest I 
had excited. I his watchfulness of my 
tout mate, altogether found a firmer 
lodgment in my brain. Yet as I pon- 
dered over the matter I could not 
think of one act snftV-iontly noticeable 
to signify anything in particular. As 
for my visit to the general the next 
day, it might be nn advantage. I had 
expected to arrange for cotton trans- 
portation with the quartermaster. Pos- 
sibly I might derive some advantages 
by Interesting the general in what I 
was doing. 


The ne-st morning I waited till 11 


o'clock for Major Campbell to take 
me to the general, when, becoming fm-
